Solomon was the first child specialist. Ad- 
dicted to the practice of advising other folks 
how they should order their lives it is but 
natural that he should have essayed the <aiffi- 
eult task of telling them how to bring up their 
children. To the young he- counselled obedi- 
ence to their parents. And, knowing that his 
advice would probably be little heeded in that 
quarter, he turned to the parents with the ad- 
monition, ‘‘Spare the rod and spoil the child.”’ 

But Solomon is hopelessly out of date now. 
A lot of children have come and gone since 
he had the opportunity to observe them anda 
lot of theorizing has been done over their 
rearing. The psychologist, the professional 
educator, the playground supervisor, the boy 
sedut troop leader, the Y. M. C. A, secretary 
and the juvenile court worker have become 
the substitutes for Solomon in the twentieth 
century. 

Under the new specialists we seem to be 
tending toward a reversal of the old Solo- 
mon’s counsel. Somehow the new advice 
seems otfen to take the form of ‘‘ Parents, 
obey your children.”’ Give ’em what they 
want. 

Having given them a comparatively new 
earth it now appears to be incumbent upon us 
to furnish them with a new heaven. That, at 
any rate, is the suggestion offered by Dr. 
Miriam Van Waters, referee of the juvenile 
court at Los Angeles. 

“Tt isn’t enough to have abolished hell, but 
we have to do something to modernize heav- 
en,’’ she told the Child Study Association at 
its meeting in New York. ‘‘That is a task 
I set you, modernizing heaven. The young 
people of this age will never be content with 
harp. music.’’ 

The old fashioned heaven doesa’t fill the 
bill. “There is not attraction in twanging 
harps for modern youth. Therefore there is 
nothing for it but to abolish the harp and fill 
heaven with the whining melody of the saxo- 
phone. The good, old, solid, substantial 
heaven of eternal rest for which the old 
folks long doesn’t appeal to the boys and 
girls. Why then, eall in the upholsterers and 
interior decorators and have the old place 
done over in jazz motif. Turn the gold paved 
streets into speedways for joyrides and pro- 
vide plenty of parking space for petting 
parties. 

It may be a little hard on some of the old 
timers who have grown accustomed to the 
quiet and the peace and the comfort of the 
old heaven. They may be inclined to grumble 
a little at being rousted out of their cozy 
corners, but it can’t be helped. Whom do 
they think heaven is made for, anyhow?

Figures released today by Clif- 
ford Nott Hand, director of re- 
ligious interests at Pomona Col- 
lege, show that the largest ma- 
jority of students at Pomona Col- 
lege are Congregationalists, Meth- 
odists, Presbyterians, Episcopal-.

Results of a quéstionnaire made 
out by all students show that 18

Better Lumber Building Brisk 
Thirty-nine permits issued 


during the month just closed 
represented an expenditure for 
i building in Ontario of $60,045, 
j ace ording to figures made pub- 
| lie by City Building Inspec tor 
10. S. Roen. This is a gain over 
November, 1924, of $6525, the 
total for that month having 
been $93,520. 

With a month yet to go, 
the total for 1925 now stands 
at $827,345, as compared to 
$747,929 to December 1, 1924, 
a gain of $79,416. The total 
for the present year to date ex- 
ceeds even the complete total 
for last year, which was $797,- 
604, or $29,741 less than the 
1925 total thus far. 

Of the 39 permits issued dur- 
ing the month, 19, or approxi- 
mately half were for new 
dwellings, which is looked up- 
on as the best kind of an in- 
dieation of the city’s coentinu- 
ed growth. The month was 
marked by no large permits, 
none exceeding four figures. 
The ma jority of the dwellings 
ranged in cost from $2000 fo 
$7000. A number of permits 
were issued for additions and 
alterations, including one_ to 
Anrew H. Rose for an addi- 
tion to the Rose block on Eu- 
clid avenue at a cost of $5000, 

Building prospects for the 
coming month are ‘declared 
good. Among the contemplat- 
ed structures is that for. the 
first unit of a new factory 
building and a new building 
for the Ontario postoffice.
